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Free-Trade and Protection. 

The proper meaning of free-trade is, the ab- 
sence of all restriction of any kind upon com- 
merce—of all duties for revenue, or other put 
poses. It is the policy of a certain portion of 
the Democratic party, to assume Free-Trade as 
their watchword, while it is the policy of the 
Whig party to charge this upon all their antag- 
onists, asa heresy, Both propagate a monstrous 


there, who believes'in the doctrine of free-trade, 
in ite true sense, but neither the Democratic par- 
ty,nor any portion of it, is in favor of it. The 
clamor we think has been all got up for election- 
eering purposes, nothing else. All parties are 
agreed that revenue must be raised by duties on 
foreign imports, and that in laying such duties, 
a regard should be had to our domestic industry. 
It is a fraud upon the people to strive to make 
them believe otherwise. 

Silas Wright is certainly one of the ablest men 
inthe Democratic party; no man can give a 
clearer exhibition of the views of that party. 
The Albany Atlas of the 3ist Aug., contains a 
report of aspeech made by him at a Democra- 
tie Convention at Watertown, N.Y. The fol- 
jowing extract will confirm all that we have 
said in relation to Democratic opinions about a 
Tariff: 


“That we may understand cach other perfect- 
ly, let us first ascertain, if we can, what we 
should properly understand by a protective ta- 
riff; for I believe a brief examination will sa- 
tisfy us that a confusion and misapplication 
of terms has produced o> seb difenity on this 
great question as any other cause, But first, to 
remove from our way, a8 democrats, a stumb. 
ling block which our ingenious opponents place 
there—let us look at what they mean and how 
we should understand them when they tell you 
that we are the free-trade party of the country, 
and refer you toa portion of our brethren at the 
South who assume that name. It is a misappli- 
cation of terms to us. We know and feel it. 
We are not in favor of free-trade in the proper, 
fair and legitimate sense of these terms. Are 
our southern brethren so? Do they desire a re- 
peal of all duties, and that the necessary reve- 
nue shall be raised by a direct tax on property? 
I cannot answer any farther than I am informed ; 
but I will give you in candor and frankness the 
information I have. I admit when I saw this 
name assumed by those who acted politically 
with me, at the south, it startled and alarmed 
me. I could not conceive that men of sense, 
of information, of extensive practical experi- 
ence should have adopted notions of that stamp, 
as practicable under our government. On re- 
pairing to Washington at the commencement of 
the last session, finding that this subject must be 
pressed on us for discussion and action, I went 
to some of these southern members of congress 
whom I had known many years, mea of truth 
and candor, and whom I had thought men of 
sound views, and said ‘I beg you to teil me, if 
you have satisfied yourself that our revenue sys- 
tem is all wrong—that we should no longer tax 
foreign imports to raise revenue to support gov- 
ernment, but have a direct tax upon the proper- 
ty of the country?” ‘No, said the first man I 
asked, * I entertain no such opinion-- never have, 
and I know of none who do. ‘Well then will 
you be good enough to tell me what you mean. 
You call yourselves a free-trade man? ‘I do so, 
and mean this. I am friendly to having the 
trade of the country kept as free as it can be 
kept, and raise the revenue necessary for the 
support of government; and when itis so, I call 
it free-trade, because it is as free as our institu- 
tions will permit.’ Then sir, you are in favor 
of a tariff for revenua, and of so much duty as 
may be necessary to support the government?” 
‘To be sure—as much so as yourself:??) And 
here was the explanation. Though he called 
himself a free-trade and anti-tariff man, he was 
in favor of a tariff for revenue; and opposed 
only to a tariff laid for the mere purpose of pro- 
tection alone. This was the explanation given 
by all these gentlemen of their positions as free- 
trade men. If they were candid, if they told me the 
truth, they are not free-trade men, though they 
call themselves so. For free-trade necessarily 
implies an entire absence of duties, and I have 
not yet met tho first man in publie fe am «hie 
Union, who will admit in conversation that he 
is in favor of such a principle, 
Mr. W. went on to advert to another misap- 
plication of terms. He said to these gentlemen 
that he was in favor of a protective tariff, and 
the reply was, ‘you are in favor of a heresy, an 
oppression, an inequality in the administration of 
the government. But what was a protective ta- 
riff, in the proper sense of that term? [t wasa 
tariff, in his judgment, imposed for the great 
purpose of supplying the government with reve- 
nue, and so arranged as to protect, as far as 
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and millions of dollars be filehed ann 
ets to maintain 
pr srt and Louisiana, what Professor Dew 
calls, a high standard of comfort. 
Such a tariff as this, we cannot go for. We 
would have the People’s sugar as free as the Peo- 
ple’s tea and coffee. But, the Whig and Dem- 
ocratic parties, while they would not for the 
world tax the tea and coffee of the dear people, 
impose 23 cents on every pound of the dear peo- 
ple’s sugar, thus raising perpetually the price, 
at least one and ahalf cents on every pound 
used! We really think these parties, in com- 
mon decency, ought to stop their blattering about 
free trade and protection to domestic industry, 
until they cease from this system of protection 
to slaveholding profligacy, and free-booting on 
the earnings of the poor. 





Cassius M. Clay. 

We regret that Cassius M. Clay did not adhere 
to the determination expressed in his letter not 
long since to the Liberty men at Pittsburg—that 
he would not visit the North, till he could ap- 
pear among its citizens, unembarrassed by any 
party-trammels, or question of financial policy. 
His change of purpose was no doubt brought a- 
bout by good motives, but still, we fearhe will 
at once jmpair his own influence, and injure toa 
certain extent the interests of the great cause, to 
which he has consecrated himself. We perceive 
that he is now on the Reserve, making speechess 
at Whig Conventions, the burthen of which is 
the evils of Slavery, the perils of annexation, 
and the expediency of voting for Mr. Clay. 


We hope our friends in that region will do, 
as tne ricesvurg Lrberty men In metr letter to 


him, very neatly say they do—agree with’ Mr. 
Clay every day in the year, except the day when 
they come to vote of the object of the Whigs 
in prevailing on Mr. C. to visit the Reserve, we 
presume there cah be no doubt. The course of 
Mr. Giddings has justly forfeited to that gentle- 
man his influence with Liberty men. They 
will not denounce him, for they do not pretend 
to judge of motives: but they have ceased to 
repose confidence in him. This is known to the 
Whig leaders, and they report to this new device 
of inviting Mr.Clay tocome over and help them, 
that his influence may be substituted for the lost 
influence of Mr. Giddings. This we believe is 
their object, but we are far from attributing to 
Mr. C., any other than upright motives. 

One advantage we anticipate from his visit.— 
He will obtain a clearer insight into the position 
of parties in the free States, and see how far be- 
low his own standard on the question of human 
Liberty, are his political associates at the North. 
We can tell him, that such speeches as he is 
now making before political gatherings on the 
Reserve, would not have been tolerated from a 
free State speaker, six months ago. 

Let Libetty men set their faces like flint.— 
They have been studying this great question of 
Human Rights for many years. They have set- 
tled down upon what they believe to be the 
true principles, and the sound policy. Cassius 
M. Clay is but one of the fruits of the agitation 
in which they have been concerned. On this 
great subject, they are leaders, not the led.— 
The wisdom of their policy has been proved by 
the obvious change every where in public senti- 
ment, by the present anti-slavery pretensions of 
the Whig party, by the silenced battery of the 
Democratic party at the North, and by the mul- 
titudes who are gathering about the Liberty 
standard. Let them maintain their ground, and 


they shall yet see greater things things than 
these.

they msy be protected, all the great interests of 
the country—the main and principal object of 
which should be revenue for the public treasury, 
Even his southern friend would tell him that he 
found no fault with that—but what he under- 
stood by a protective tariff would be a tariff of 
duties imposed not to raise revenue for the trea- 
sury, but purely and simply to protect certain 
favorite and particular interests to the prejudice 
of others. Neither was Mr. W. in favor of such 
a tariff. Here then was an explanation of what 
Mr. W. meant by a protective tariff, and of what 
his Southern friend meant by free trade. Where 
then was the difference between us?” 


We do not suppose our opinions of much impor- 
tance ;but since they have been called in question, 
we may as well say that we do not regard Tax- 
ation under any form, under any circumstances, 
asa blessing. IfGovernment could be conducted 
without expense, there ought to be no taxes, 
on persons, property or foreign goods.— 
But since this cannot be, we are in favor of rais- 
ing revenue by imposts. Direct taxation would 
be preferable on some accounts, but, while siav. 
ery exists in one half the Union, it is ouvof the 
question to think of it. You might assess ta.xeg 
in the South, but you would not collect fifry per 
cent of them. As the Government then must 
be supported by imposts, we would have them 
so regulated as to yield just enough for its 
most rigidly economical expenditures, and no 
more; as to tax lighty the necessaries of life, and 
heavily the luxuries; and to tax foreign articles 
where they conflict with domestic, as 
much as they would bear, consistently with 
revenue, and such competition as would cheap- 
en the fabrics. We would further have it so 
regulated, as not to tax the Laborer of the 
North for the benefit of the Slaveholder of the 
South. The project of imposing duties on tea 
and coffee is resisted, as animposition upon the 
necessaries of the poor. Whenever the thing is 
talked about, the whole country is in arms a- 
gainst it. Now will some one be good enough 
to tell us, why sugar is less a necessary of the 
poor, than tea or coffee? The truth is, it is far 
more indispensable to the comfort and health 
of the poor. Tea andeoffee might be dispensed 
with without detriment; sugar could not be. 
It is, strictly a necessary. And yet, as Silas 
Wright remarked, “the sugar of the South is a 
protected article. Itishighly protected. * * 
Tt soundly taxes us as every body can testify.” 
Yes-it taxes us tothe tuneof $3,000,000 annual- 
ly, for the sole benefit of about one thousandplan- 
ters! Every poor man who uses a pound of 
brown sugar, pays a cent and a half tax on it. 
It certainly isno consolation for us to reflect,that 
every year, we pay a tax on sugar used in our 
family, for the sole benefit of the planter in Lousi- 
ana, more than the aggregate amount of all our 
taxes for the support of the government of 
Ohio! And all this monstrously unjust protec- 
tion is given, not withany prospect of forcing a 
growth of the cane in this’ country, to a point 
even approximating the necessary supply, or 
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ponents, who insisted on another debate. Ac- 
cordingly, Wednesday afternoon, and evening 
last, the debate was held—the house being full 
in the afternoon, and jammed in the evening. 
Great efforts had previously been made by the 
Clay Club to bring in their friends from the ad- 
joining county. Three moderators presided, 
one a Whig, the other a Liberty man, the third 
a leading Democrat and one of the most in- 
fluential citizens of the county, Jeremiah Stan- 
sell, who was chosen by the other two, Victory 
again declared for Liberty, and the result of the 
whole affair was, several converts to our causes 
among others, the Democratic moderator, who 
declared his intention to vote the Liberty ticket, 
and a well known clergyman, who was in at- 
tendance.

‘Twomen and one 
woman soon approached, seeompanied by 
friends with various offerings. Having prostra. 
ted themselyes at the feet of Marootee, whose 
temple was near, they gave their backs to be} 
pierced by the iron hooks. The skin was rat- 
sed by the hook on each side of the 
spine, just below the shoulder blade, and the 
hooks were inserted by means of a small sharp, 
two-edged instrument, which fits upon their 
points. At the moment the istrument pierced 
the skin, a shout was raised by the bystanders, 
apparently to inspire the devotee with courage. 
The ceremony being over, the hooks were at- 
tached to the horizontal, cireumvolving pole of 
the cart, which was soon driven off, amid the 
shouts of the multitude, and the beating of tom- 
toms, towards the residence of the propitiated 
Khundoba.”

Would 
we do this, at so critical a moment, from mere 
“hate” to Mr. Clay? or from partisan preju- 
dice? Allowing that these were our dominant 
feelings, surely at such a moment, we would 
suspend our censures, and be sparing in our at- 
tacks, striving rather to conciliate our readers, 
till we had again secured their subscriptions. 
We ask any sober-minded man—would not this 
be our course, if we had no principle in this 
matter? Instead of pursuing such a policy, at 
this most critical period in the prospects of our 
paper, we are more assiduous than ever in ow 
efforts to expose the unsoundness of the claims 
set up in behalf of Mr. Clay!

ceding State or nation ceases at the moment of 
cession, and that slavery, being thenceforth des- 
tidute of the support of positive law, ceases also, 
and cannot be re-established or continued by 
Congress without a manifest violation of the 
Constitution. ; 

I believe that Slavery in the District of Colum- 
bia and the Territory of Florida, and in all 
States created out of any Territory of the United 


States is anti-constitutiona], 
I believe that the clause jn the Constitution 


which allows to the slaveholderg of the original 
States a representation in Conguess for three- 
fifths of their slaves is altogether ant-republican, 
extremely dangerous to the liberties of the peo- 
ple, and ought to be abrogated by an express 


amendment of the Constitution. 
I believe that the Slavcholders have substan- 


tially controlled the Government almost from the 
beginuing and onght to control it no longer, and 
that their political power has increased, is in- 


creasing and ought to be destroyed. 
I believe that the slaveholders have filled and 


now fill the greatest part of the offices of the 
Government, and that nearly all the rest are fill- 
ed by dough-faces; and that the power of the 
Legislature, the Executive and the Judiciary 
have all been prostituted to the support and per- 
petuation of. slavery. 

I believe that the offices of Government ought 
to be filled by non-slaveholders: known as true 
friends of Equal and Impartial Justice to all 
men, and that the Policy of this Government 
should be directed to the establishment of Liber- 
ty, the procuring and extension of markets for 
free labor, and to the discountenancing of every 
torm of oppression. 

‘I believe that, whenever Liberty men can ob- 
tain the control of any State Legislature by e_ 
lectinga majority of its members, all unjust and 
oppressive enactments will be repealed; men, 
who cannot be seduced or driven from the ad- 
vocacy of Freedom and Free Labor will be 
placed in the United States Senate; and this 
State itself will become mote prosperous and 
more respected. 

I believe that, whenever Liberty men shall 
obtain the control of Congress, all laws for the 
maintenanee of slavery in the Distmet and in 
Florida and for the special encouragement of 
slave labor, will be repealed; that the coastwise 


and interstate slave trado will he e~-" oS +~ Fy men 
mat resotutions, declaring slavery unconstitu- 


tional in all new Siates created out of territories, 
and recommending to the Legislators of the 
original States the abolition of slavery within 
their respective limits, will be adopted. 

I believe that whenever the Judiciary of the 
United States shall cease to be the creature of 
the Slave Power, and the Judges shall receive 
their appointments from a Liberty President and 
Senate, slavery will be declared to be unconsti- 
tutional in the District, in Florida and in all 
States created out of Territories. 

I believe that slavery in the United States will 
not survive the accession of the Liberty party to 
power a single year. 

I believe that the extinction of slavery by the 
constitutional action of Congress and the State 
Legislatures is absolutely necessary to the pre- 
servation of the Union, to the security of popu- 
lar rights, and to the restoration of harmony and 
and prosperity to the country, and whenever ef- 
fected will be incomparably more beneficial to 
the whole people than any conceivable modifi- 
cation of the Tariff or Banking system. 

I believe that it is the duty of every elector 
to vote for the nominees of the Liberty party, 
provided they be honest and capable, and to vote 
for no other than Liberty men, so long as the 
Liberty party shall be distinguished by unswer- 
ving fidelity to Right and Justice and inflexible 
hostility to oppression and wrong. 

I believe that it is never expedient to do 
wrong; .and that in voting it isa good rule to 
vote right this once and the next time too. 

1 believe that if Liberty men will do their 
duty, being instant in season and out of season, 
and always faithful to their nominations, the an- 
tislavery strength of the country will be con- 
centrated at the ballot box in less. than four 
ears, that a LibertyPresident and Congress will 

elected in 1£48, and that the census of 1850 
will notinclude a single slave.

the general harmony. IT RESPECTS THE PERSONS,

DICES, OF ALL. It legislates not for individuals or 
classes, but for the whole. It recognizes no po-

It recognizes no distinctions 
except those based on a difference in the color 
of the skin--treating as men, those who are 
white, and as things, those who are black. 

It leaves to the white men the control of their 
own actions and pursuits, and to the black men 
the privilege of submitting their actions and 
pursuits, their minds and bodies, to the control 
of white men. Fearing that the laws of taste 
will not be potent enough, it assumes to regu- 
late by positive law the social relations between 
different races. In the South, it regulates Soci- 
ety by the arbitrary will of a class. It recogni- 
zes no exclusive privileges except the claim of 
a small class of Oligarchs, two hundred and 
fifty thousand in number, to supply and con- 
trol most of the important offices of government: 
nor does it recognize any selfish monopolies, but 
the monopoly uf Slavery, which gives to a 
quarter of a million of men, the ownership of 
two and a half millions of other men, valued 
by Mr. Clay at twelve hundred millions of dol- 
lars.

ARRIVAL OF THE HIBERNIA. 


The steamship Hibernia, Capt. Ryrie, arrived

the Great Western to this port, but not at all 
important.

Paris Journals have the following article.—Ru- 
mors of the highest importance were circulated 
to-day at the Bourse. It is said the Priuce de 
Joinville had landed and taken possession of 
Tangiera, where the tritcolored flag was wav- 
ing. The English Consul had protested against 
the measure. 

The report of the British revenue for the last 
quarter is very favorable; showing a great in- 
crease over the corresponding months of last 
year. 

Incendiary fires still continue in many parts 
of England. ll attempts to discover the ob- 
ject and aim of the incendiaries have proved 
abortive. 
Rebeccaism seems to have broken out in Ire- 
land. A toll house at Cooleshal, near Bortis-in- 
Ossory. together with the toll gate, was recently 

eveled with the ground, and the toll man all 
Oe while kept.a prisoner by two men with pis- 
tols, 
The trade of nearly all the nations of Europe 
with China, appears to be increasing at a rapid 
rate. The German League are exporting large 
quantities of manufactured goods to that coun- 
try, which are said to pay a good profit. 

_ The crops in France are generally good; the 
vintage in some {sections has suffered from 
drought and other causes, but the aggregate pro- 
duct is large. 

_ The proposed improvements in the naviga- 
tionof the Danube have been abandoned for 
the present, owing to the contumacy of the 
Russian Government. 

Serious disturbances still prevail in Bohemia 
among the workmen employed in the factories. 
At Brood, they have been effectually put down 
by the military, after destroying several facto- 
ries. 

There has been less appearance of brisk ness in 
the Produce Markets. Prices on the whole have 
been well supported, and commercial affairs gen- 
erally are ina satisfactory state, Manufactur- 
ers are fully employed. 

The weather was quite unsettled, and some 
heavy rains had fallen, but harvest operations 
had been little retarded. 

The Prince de Joinville appears to have stolen 
a march on the Governor of Gibraltar, who fanci- 
ed that the rupture between France and Moroc- 
co waa about being healed. 

A London correspondent of the Journal of 
Commerce, after deseribing the proceedings of 
thn French Admiral at Tahiti, and the censation 
they caused in England, adds the followtng: 

I must give the British Government the credit 
for having acted with vigor since they came into 
possession of these important facts. On the 
morning of the 29th of July they were for the 
time fully appraised officially of all the circum- 
stances; and within an hour the Collingwood, 
a ship of the line, to bear an admirals. flag, was 
telegraphed to be got ready forthwith, and to sail 
for Tahiti, there to remain as security for the 
future. The same afternoon a special messen- 
ger left London for the British embassy at Paris, 
with full instructions to Lord Cowley to demand 
the requisite reparation from the French Minis- 
ter direet.

“No enemy is so bitter as him who has been a 
friend. The extent of Judge King’s acrimony 
towards Mr. Clay may be seen in his reply to 
Mr. Giddings, that he would not, (we quote 
from memory,) vote for him if it would extin- 
guish slavery.”»—Cin. Chronicle, 

Judge King never made any such reply. Mr. 
Giddings had assumed in the progress of a de- 
bate to catechise the Judge, who very good na- 
turedly acquiesced for a time in such an irregu- 
larity. At last he resolved to decline any 
further exercise of this kind ,and when Mr. Gid- 
dings asked him whether if he could extinguish 
siavery by voting for a slave-holder, he would 
thus vote, he refused to answer. Surely, “no 
enemy is so bitter, as him is, who has been a 
friend!”
